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Final processed ASPECT data is being uploaded at this time. Flight 10 data has been 
divided into UTM 12 and UTM 13. It is estimated that all data will be up loaded by 1930 
MDT. 


Review of the data showed no observable color in the San Juan (other than brown water). 
Imagery north of Farmington along the Animas shows very isolated areas of red color. 
Areas north of Durango show more color especially in the braided stream zone north of 
Durango. 


ASPECT has demobed the area and is expected to be back on standby in Dallas by 2030 
MDT.
